To=Day -An Interview With IHim-What He

Ind 1o Say.

To-day, in Pittsburz, Lewis Lane, the negro
who was conyicted of wife-polsoning and son-
teneed to be hung, is o expiate his erime on the
gallows,

Notwithstanding the reports which have been
in ¢irenlation for the past few weeks In rogard
to his being unwell, he appears to be in the best
of health, and will probably stand upon the
soaffold a sound man l\h_\'.-»ivu'llf'. As the time
for the execution appronches, there are a large
number of requests to see bhim, the most of
which are refused, from the fwet that Lane has
repeatedly expressed the wish that none should
b admitted except his counsel, attending priest,
and the 8isters of Charity, By these e is fre-
quently visited and alwwys appoears to be glad to
see them,

Yestorday several of the members of the press
were admitted to the cell of the prisoner, hut the
interview, us has been the ease with all foruaer
ones, wos cnot very satisfactory, so fur s the
procuring of news was concerned,

When the party entered the cell Lane eon-
pigned to their use. as seats, the cbhair, the
trunk, and the bed, and quietly scated himsolf
on the stenm-pipe which runs  through the
apurtment, in astyle which plainly said, “Gentle-
men, if you have eome here out of curlosity you
will not be very well satlstied.” The only enr-
peting which the cell contalned wus a rog,
which the prisoner hud extemporized. and ln
shape it bore a striking resemblance to o coflin.
Luone yesterday appeared wore nervous than ot
any time sinee his confinement, and moved about
as though he was 111 at ease, and was beginniuge
to realize the terrible doom which swalts him.

After some general remarks as to the pri-
soner’s health, and his heing resiencd to his fute,
In which the talking wus all done by the visitors,
the following question was asked, with a view of
ohtaiuing some facts coneerning his eurly lie:
